Number 1 mine 
was closed down last week, just for a 
few days, it was said, and the Hare- 
wood mine was closed for an indefinite 
period.

Vatican Informed That Almost All 
Their Holdings in Philippines Have 
Been Sold by Religious Orders.

ROME, Aug. 6.—(By Atlantic Cable.j 
According to information received by 
the Vatican almost all the real estate 
belonging to Spanish friars in the 
Philippines was sold before American 
occupation tc syndicates and corpora- 
tions duly registered and legally recog- 
nized, headed by Americans living in 
New York. It is alleged by the same 
authority that although the friars hold 
some shares ir these corporations, they 
do not own controlling interests. 

The Vatican ts surprised at this in- 
formation, in view of Gov. Taft's prop- 
osition to buy the friar lands, Which 
apparently are no longer in their con- 
trol. It is considered remarkable that 
Gov. Taft. fresh from the Philippines, 
was not aware of the situation.

FIND HIS BODY. 

Early this morning, as soon as it was 
possible for the hunters to see every- 
thing going on around them, an en- 
trance was made into the wheat field. 
In a few minutes, the party came upon 
the dead of Harry Tracy, ins 
amid the n, with his face tu 
toward the sky. His left hand, thrown

firmly grasped the barrel of the famous 
30.80 Winchester. The body was cold 
when found, pointing to the belief that 
the shot heard by the guards about 8 
o'clock last night was the fatal one. 
Upon examination it was found the 
wound which resulted in the outlaw's 
death was inflicted by a 45-caliber re- 
volver, held close to the forehead. The 
top of his head was badly shattered. 
Two bullet wounds on the left leg 


showed the cause of the man's de- 


spondency. One shot had broken the 
leg between the ankle and knee. The 
other cut the tibial artery, which of 
itself was sufficient cause for death. 

It is believed that both of these 
wounds were received after the convict 
left the shelter of the rock, and made 
his break for the wheat field. 

The murderer had taken a strap and 
buckled it tighity around his leg in an 
attempt to stop the bleeding. Despite 
the tightly-fastened strap, the bleeding 
continued until he probably, realizing 
— hopeless condition, ended the strug-

He was dressed in blue overalis, a 
white shirt and wore no coat or vest. 
He had a bicycle cap on his head and 
a pair of rough shoes on his feet. He 
had only one rifle with him and two 
revolvers, one in his hand and the 
other inside his trousers.

FOR CATHOLIC SCHOOLS.

THINK HELP SHOULD BE GIVEN TO 
WORK AMONG INDIANS. 


Delegates to Catholic Societies Con- 
vention Seem to Be Generally Con- 


Vinced That There Has Been No Dis- 


crimination Against Their Religion in 
Philippines. |

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Routine business 
occupied the morning session of the 
convention of the American Federation 
of Catholic Societies here this morning. 

Correspondence between the Execu- 
tive Committee of the federation and 
Secretary Root on the question of edu- 
cation in the Philippines was read in 
the afternoon. Resolutions that had 
been sent to the President chargifig 
discrimination in the selection of school 
teacners for the Philippines were read, 
and the response of Secretary Root to 
the effect that no such discrimination 
had teen made on account of r n. 

A discussion as to the best course to 
pursue in the Orient followed. The 
general tener of the convention seems 
to be that ro Intentional discrimination 
against Catholicism had been made by 
the administration. Particular stress 
was laid by the delegates on the enact- 
ment of laws for the islands by which 
certain hours have been set aside dur- 
ing school session when priests may 
speak to the pupils on religion. 

Rev. uns of Washington, D. C., 
addressed the convention relative to 
the work of Christianizing the Indians 
and the necessity of securing a renewal 
of former appropriations by the gov- 
ernment for school purposes. He said 
that some years ago, when the Indian 
problem was a very ve one, the gov- 
ernment had asked the Catholic church 
to go into the Indian missionary field 
to civilize the Indians by Christiani:-. 
ing them, and to aid the church 
given financial aid. : 

During the wave of anti-Catholicism 
that swept over the country several 
years ago, these appropriations were 
stopped. Much aid, he said, had been 
secured from Sister Drexel of Philadel- 
phia, and the work of the missions 
among the Indians was progressing 
somewhat. but it was the sense of the 
convention that the government again 
should help in the work. The question 
of work. both in the Philippines and 
among the Indians, was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions.

FLORENCE (Colo.) Aug. 6.—A Rio 
Grande special passenger train from 
the East, bound to California, and 
conveying 300 tourists, is in the ditch, 
just east of Fiorence, near Swallows. 
The wreck was caused by the train 
being struck by a wall of water eight 
feet high, coming down Peck Creek, 
caused by the heavy rains in the moun- 
tains. 

The brakeman saw the torrent when 
it was only a short distance from the 
train. He rushed through the eight 
coaches and told the passengers on 
the tWo rear cars to hurry to the front 
of the train. Just as the last 
tourist left the rear coach, the water 
struck the cars, and, breaking’ the 
coupling pfns, hurled them into the 
air, aid landed them forty feet from 
the track. The trucks were knocked 
off the day coach, which, after strik- 
ing the ground, went down fifteen feet 
into the mud. 

The sleeper was thrown against the 
farmhouse of J. F. Roberts, which was 
occupied by himself, wife and three 
children. The coach formed a wall, 
and turned the water from the house, 
thus saving the building from going 
into the river, and also the lives of its 
occupants. The engine was badly dam- 
aged by the water, but managed to pull 
the two cars remaining on the track 
some distance from the flood, and they 
are now occupied by the tourists and 
train men, Agent Menzel of the Filor- 


_}ence station, sent refresnments to the 


passengers. 

A wrecking train was ordered from 
Salida. Agent Menzel said three miles 
of track had been washed out below 
Swallows.

RARE OLD BOOKS. — 


Los Angeles Public Library Contains 
the Most Interesting on Spanish- 
America, and They’re Valuable. 

In nine huge volumes, bound in half 
leather, and two feet long, one and half 
wide, by four inches thick, all gathered 
in the Los Angeles Public Library, are 
shown the results of a life work, and 
the expenditure of a princely fortune. 

These include the entire known rec-. 
ords of Old Mexico, as comprised in 
carvings, reliefs, etc., to be found in 
the various museums of the world. 
The title of the work is simple. It 
reads “Kingsborough’s Mexican An- 
tiquities, and was issued in 1830 by 
Robert Havell, No. 77 Oxford street, 
London, Eng., for Lord Kingsborough. 
Of the nine volumes, four are devoted 
to large, full-page, hand-colored plates, 
illustrating the various antiquities; the 
fifth to extracts from all Spanish writ- 
ings, all in the original tongue; the 


sixth to an English translation; the 


seventh to more Spanish, and the 
eighth and ninth to various essays, the 
principal one of which concerns the 
„Descent of the American Indian from 
the Jew.” 

Lord Kingsborough used all his im- 
mense private fortune in getting out 
this monumental work, as well as de- 
voted the better part of a long life to 
the collection of notes and sketches for 
it. In this he was ably aided by a ro- 
mance engraver, A. Aglio by name. 

There are hundreds of finely-executed 
illustrations, showing ancient "Aztec 
freizes, moldings, carvings, paintings, 
and in fact every method of mural ex- 
pression which these aboriginees knew. 
There are but few editions of this valu- 
able work, which, notwithstanding the 
fact that it was issued three-quarters 
of a century ago, is still a reeognized 
authority by archeologists the world 
over. 

One of the most curious of the many 


scenes shown, is reproduced from a 


carving on an old Aztec temple. Evi- 
dently the deity worshipped therein 
had a fad for putting out the eyes of 
every creature upon which he could 
lay his hands. In the entire series of 
carvings which go to make up this at- 
tempt at ornamentation, this blood- 
thirsty god can be recognized by his 
being invariably engaged in putting 
out someone's eyes. Many of the 
scenes depicted in the carving repro- 
duced in this work must have occu- 
pied a number of feet of lineal space 
on the walls of the buildings, as their 
minute copies frequently take up sev- 
eral pages of this monstrous work. 
There are only a few volumes of this 
work in existence, and naturally the 
library management is rather reticent 
concerning the price paid for them. 
However, it is known to have been 
well up in the hundreds of dollars, and

INQUEST JOB 


‘DENOUNCED. 


— — — 


Railroad Men Talk of 
Wreck Verdict. 
Rank Injustice Done to 
Please a Gang. 


Findings Blame Innocent, Save 
the Guilty, and Hinder 
Punishment. 


Surprise and indignation were gen- 
erally expressed in railroad circles yes- 
terday at the verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury on the Santa Fé wreck at Coomb’s 
Siding last Sunday evening. The result 
of the “official inquisition’ caused a 
veritable sensation, and was the sub- 
ject of no end of talk among men in 


all departments of railroad life. The 


consensus of opinion among officials, 
trainmen and office employés is tha: 
the verdict is almost unprecedentea. 
The almost unanimous declaration of 
unbiased railroad men at all familiar 
with the case is that the verdict is at 
once maliciously unfair, unwarrantea 
by the evidence and worthless, except 
for harm to innocent persons. 

The verdict returned was the product 
of a conspiracy hatched in the office o1 
the Herald the day following the wreck, 
and which plot was carried out in eacu 
of its several sides. The chief engines. 
of the unholy scheme was the reporte: 
who wrote the incorrect account of the 
accident, printed in the Heraia, 
and he easily enlisted as 
accomplice a member of the staf 
of the auxiliiary evening Express. 


In brief, the objects of the conmpiracy 


were: First, to substantiate by om 
cial” verdict the incorrect account in 
the Herald; second, to saddle the blame 
for the accident on the Santa Fé com- 
pany, and thereby gain the app.ause ot 
the mob that always howls against cor- 
porations; third, to palltate the offense 
of the trainmen in violating the rules 
and by returning a weak and general 
censure which would make criminal 
prosecution unlikely. 

How completely the programme was 
carried out the two reporters on the 
jury is shown in the -verdict, which 
with. scarcely a f ent of e 
to Involve the officials, and in the face 
of a tremendous preponderance of testi- 
mony that the accident was due solely 
to a crew's violation of rules, finds the 
“executive officers’ guilty of contrib- 
utory negligence. The trainmen who by 
all the testimony, including their own, 
were at the scene of the wreck in 
defiance of the printed rules imposec 
by these same “executive officers,” were 
secondarily held responsible, t not 
so much as mentioned by in the 

COWARDLY DEMAGOGUES. 

That the attack on the Santa Fé 
“executive officers” ig simply an ut- 
tempt of demagogue newspaper men 
to curry favor with the Socialists, 
trades-unionists and others of their tik, 


is evident. The jurors could not, and 
dared not, name any officer who could 
possibly be proved in any way to blame 
for the accident, so the blame was at- 
tributed to the “executive officers.” 
This finding does not open the way); 
for any prosecution of the officers, and 


none was even thought of by the jury. 
Neither does it admit of a public and 


judicial vindication of the officers of 
any share in the responsibilty for the 


fatal accident. It was simply a wWan- 
ton and cowardly slam at the rai.- 
road, for the gratification of the mob 


and the personal profit of the journals. 


In accomplishing this diabolical re- 


sult, the jurymen evaded and shirked 


their sworn duty—the discovery «and 
responsible. 
If the men mentioned by clouded titles 
had been plainly declared by name to 
have been res bie, and a recom- 
mendation made that they be crim- 
inally prosecuted, the Coroner woud 


have been compelled by the law to in- 
stitute proceedings. — 


it is, the 
trainmen’s responsibility is made sec 
ondary to that of an indefinite number 
of unnamed officers, and while they

are well known, the doubtful 
allows a none-too-zealous Coroner to 


refuse to prosecute. 
The deed of the gernalistie“ con- 


spirators is therefore doubly villain ows 
—it not only condemns. the innocent, 


but tends to frustrate the punishment 


of the guilty. Unless the District At- 


torney’s office feels compelled by an 


examination of the evidence at the 
inquest to issue warrants for the ar- 
rest of the censured trainmen, the 


persons to blame for the fatal wreck 
will probably go unpunished. The on'y 


other possibility of prosecution — 


swearing out of a warrant by a pri- 
vate citizen, and the county attorneys 


might refuse to issue that. Meanwhile 


nobody is in custody, and the train- 


men concerned could leave without 
hindrafce. As those heid directly re- 
sponsible for the inquiry being con- 
ducted by Superintendent Beamer will 
doubtless be discharged, it would be 
only natural for an accused man to 
leave, if there was a possibility of 
even a shot period in jail. 


RAILROAD OFFICERS TALK. 
Numerous of the highest railroad of- 
ficers in this city were interviewed on 


the verdict yesterday and without ex- 
ception they denounced the result of 


the inquiry as extraordinary and at 
variance with the very apparent facts. 


The speakers include men of lifelong 


experience in railroad management 


and on the road. Officers of the Santa 


Fé subordinate to General Manager A. 


G. Wells refused to have their names 


mentioned, in obedience to the strict 
railroad discipline. Mr. Wells talked 


of the verdict and the wreck at length, 


but said he did not wish to give posi- 
tive opinions or discuss the unfortu- 
nate affair at length in public print. 
J do not like to arrive at a conciu- 
sion hastily, or in advance of a thor- 
ough personal inquiry,” he said, but 
in this case I am convincéd who are 
responsible for the accident. To say 
that any railroad would countenance 
any violation of the rules is preposter- 
ous, and I need not deny that the of- 
ficers know nothing of infractions. If 
there had been repeated violations of 
the rules they would have been re- 
ported, and there have been none such 
reports. As for the verdict rendered, 
l think it could not have been arrived 


at by any set of men at all familiar 


with railroading.”

DRAWING ON EXHAUSTED CELLS. 

When those cells are reduced below 
a given point—you may as well expect 
the $5 you left to “hold your bank 
book” to quickly build itself, by its in- 
terest alone, to the original sum you 
withdrew, as for these cells to renew 
themselves in a night.

Quiet but strenuous work in prepara- 
tion for the primaries of next Tuesday 
marked the doings of the opposing 
political factions in Los Angeles yes- 
terday. With the contest for suprem- 
acy in the county narrowed down to 
less than a week, the warfare is wax- 
ing warmer, and it has reached a point 
where each side thinks it knows where 
it stands. The supporters of Senator 
Flint's candidacy still claim they will 
control their original estimate of @ per 
cent of the Los Angeles county delega- 
tion to the State convention, and the 
push leaders claim anything from 
nominal to solid support for their can- 
didate. 

At Flint headquarters the officers 
were engaged in mailing to every voter 
in the county circulars giving reasons 
Why Gage should not receive a renom- 
mation, together with other informa- 
tion of value to voters at the primary 
election. Several thousand of these cir- 
culars were sent out during the day to 
voters outside the cities of Los Angeles 
and Pasadena, and the remainder will 
go today. 

While this campaign of education 
was being carried on by the opponents 
of machine rule, the members of the 
“push” were working with the sinews- 
of political warfare among the voters 
whom they hope to line up at the 
booths Tuesday. 

At the same time, Walter Parker and 
others of the push managers were 
working among the leaders of the op- 
position in an endeavor to gain much- 
needed ground,

Silent, composing the committee 
on organization, reported that 
an agreement from all the “non- 
board” agencies to join the pro- 
posed exchange could not be 
secured. 

All the agreements filed with 
the committee were destroyed, 
the forfeit checks returned and 
the committee discharged. On 
motion of Mr. Wheeler, the con- 
ference adjourned sine die on a 
viva voce: vote. “Non-board ” 
agents became alarmed at the 
prospect ot a rate war and per- 
suaded a majority of the agents 
to re-enter the room.

ALL EQUALIZED. 
LAST OF TAX PROTESTS. 

Late yesterday afternoon the Board 
of Education adjourned sine die, after 
making deductions in the assessment 
roll carrying $86,000,000 of about $280,- 
000. The changes decided upon will be 
entered on the rolls by the clerk, and a 
certified copy of the revised footings 
will be sent to the Council by Minute 
Clerk Haskins, one week from next 
Monday. The charter says that the 
Council shall forthwith fix the tax rate. 

A few reductions were granted at 
the morning and afternoon sessions of 
the board. The assessment on the 
franchise of the Edison Electric Com- 
pany was reduced from $100,000 to 880, 
000. The Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany got a reduction on its franchises 
from $500,000 to $430,000. A reduction 
from $9000 to $5900 was granted the 
Southern Pacific Company on a strip 
of ground near the Arcade depot. 
Other reductions were:

Without License—Alarming View of

“Hill” a Pirate? 


One J. H. Smith, who peddies legal 
advice free and gets you divorces, or 
cobbles your shoes while you wait, has 
a large bunch of trouble ahead unless 
he can prove that he is regularly li- 
censed to practice law. 

One of his clients—a man named 
Charles Holcomb Hayes, who appeared 
in another sensational case in court re- 
cently—has taken the warpath against 


bim. 


Upon Hayes's affidavit and represen- 
tatoins, Smith was cited yesterday to 
appear before Judge Conrey to show 
why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt of court for practicing law with- 
ou ta license or certificate. 

But this did not placate the wrath 
of Hayes. He went before Justice Mor- 
gan and got a warrant for Hayes's ar- 
rest on the charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses—the pretense be- 
ing his assertion that he was a prac- 
ticing attorney, and the money being 
$15, paid as a retainer fee. 

Smith is one of the flamboyant 
vertisers of the 1 He adver- 
tises to give advice free and spurns a 
fee unless he wins the case; so his ad- 
vertisement and his stationery say. 

Hayes went to Smith's office in the 
Bryson Block to get a divorce suit tried. 
The fee agreed upon between them 
was $75, and Smith took an advance 
of $15 as a ainer. 

When the legal papers came to be 
filed, Hayes was pained and astonished 
to see that Walter Horgan, Esq., was 
entered as his attorney of record in the 
case. As he had hired Smith, not Hor- 
gan, he started an investigation. 

According to his affidavit, presented 
i to the court yesterday, asking that 
Smith be cited for contempt, he states 
that he went immediately to Smith and 
asked to see his certificate to practice 
law. He claims that Smith at first 
told him he would show the certificat 
and then became indignant and tol 
him to hunt 22 in the records if he 
wanted to see it. 

Smith is alleged to have told him that 
he was adviser for the John Bryson in- 
terests, and had practiced law for 
twelve as. of wre eight had been 
spent in this county.
